DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is issued in response to the Pre-Appeal conference decision dated 
02/28/2008. 

2. No claims were amended. No claims were canceled. No claims were added. 

3. Claim 16 is pending in this application. Claim 16 would be allowable upon 
overcoming the 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph rejection. 

4. Claims 1-15, and 17-23 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, filed 02/28/2008, with respect to claims 1-15, and 17 - 
23 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 103(a) rejections 
included in the Office Action dated 1 1/15/2007 of 1 - 15, and 17 - 23 has been 
withdrawn. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

6. The information disclosure statement (IDS) was submitted on 12/15/2003. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

9. Claim 16 recites the limitation "wherein detecting a user request... comprises" in 
lines 1 - 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 0. Claims 1-15, and 1 7 - 23 are allowable in light of the applicant's arguments 
and in light of the prior art made of record. 

Reason for Indicating Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon 
searching a variety of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that "determine 
previous accessed items and types of access for the application; and developing a role 
for the application based on the previous accessed items and types of access for the 
application, wherein when the application is in use by a user, the developed role for the 
application allows the user database access" in conjunction with all other limitations of 
the dependent and independent claims are not taught or suggested, or obvious over the 
prior art of record. Therefore, claims 1-15, and 17-23 are hereby allowed.
